lower freight rates opened the senate 
interstate commerce committee inves­ 
tigation of Ute railroad* today. 
Julius K ruttschitt, chairm an of the 
board of the Southern Pacific, told 
the committee that general deflation 
and not high freight rate* was re­ 
s id e for public stagnation. 
He blamed tills stagnation to the 
inability of producers to dispose of 
their products and charged that in 
many cates the middleman was re- 
Hponsthle for lower rate agitation. 
The witness proposed a series of 
reform s Involving regulation of the 
transportation 
systems 
competing 
with the railroads. 
'The fact Is," he said, “that ever 
since the rates have been advanced 
tho coat of transporting commodities 
Is fur less than the toll taken by 
the commission m erchant and retail­ 
er. 
Consequently people are misled 
and hula concluded the high freight 
rates hu.e stopped shipment of large 
am ounts of freight and that the rail­ 
roads 
would make more money if 
they would reduce their rates and 
thereby revive transportation. 
"Many commodities would not he 
moved even lf freight charges would 
be abolished altogether because pro­ 
ducers can find no market," he con­ 
tinued, and In support of this point 
showed that while ocean rates have 
been (he lowest in history, ships are 
Idle in many ports. 
He pointed to 
the esse of cotton on which he said 
inland freight rates were 24ty cents 
per one hundred pounds while ocean 
fr* Ight rate* had declined to 45 cents 
per one hundred pounds In March of 
this year ainee August of last year, 
when the rule was $1.98, nevertheless 
III per cent of the Texas crap re­ 
mained unmoved, he said.
